The idea that 
relief of Mafeking is in sight, however, 
appears to have been premature, as the 
Boera In that quarter are still stoutly 
resisting the British advance. 


A special expedition to the westward 


left Kiaiberley a few days ago and will 
endeavor to relieve Mafeking, while 
General Hunter and Lord Methuen are 
operating on either aide of the Vaal 
river in conjunction with Lord Rob- 
erts' array. From Lorenzo Marques 
comes various rumors that Colonel 
Plumer has been reinforced and is 
again advancing toward Mafeking. An- 
other report says that Mafeking ias 
been relieved and General Lommer, 
•with 3,000 Boers, captured at Fourteen 
Streams.

New York, May 7.—A fire that start- 


ed at the river end c! the Mal.lory line 
steamship pier at the foot o£ Maiden 
Lane and the East river, completely 
destroyed the pit;r and its valuable 
contents. The police place the loss at 
11,000,000. Several barges which were 
moored near the pier were also de- 
stroyed anci many rescues of their cap- 
taiiis and of tbe members of the fam- 
ilies on board were cauds. Duly oae lils 
was lost. The 9-jnonths-olii daughter 
of Captain Charles Lochs of the barge 
Shtnvoou vvas drowned. Tiie Mallory 
line pier -.VMS 300 ie-et long and 50 feet 
wide. The pier sbcd was filled •with. 
valuable freigat of a miscellaneous 
character, but mostly cotton. 


Oa the north, side o£ the pior were 


moored a number of ecu! and cott-aa 
barges, ivhila en the south, side VJOK 
the stearatr .Sail Marcos and 11 cumber 
o£ barges. Ko sooner tad the wort of 
lighting the ilanies began, than tUo fire- 
men and citizens turned tlie-ir attiiaiioa 
to.saving the lives ot" iiio^c on the 
baxgcs which ivere lying vvithin the 
line of danger. 
Nearest to the pier 


was the barge Stephen B. Elkins. Ker 
captain, Prank Fox, and his wife, his 
3-ESontbs-old 
daughter and a bab}- 


wcre on board .sleeping. A skid was 
quickly run from the pier to the coal 
barge, the occupants of the bout •were 
awakened and ^were hurried from their 
bunks to a place of safety before the 
flames bad reached them. 


On board the barge Shervrood -were 


Charles Lochs, the captain, 3G years 
old; 
his wife, Lenna, 30 years old, and 


their daughter, Rosie, nine months 
old. 
Tiie father took the ti-montlis-old 


baby In his arms and •with, his wife 
jumped into tho water. It soon became 
a question to him as to •which he 
should save, his wife or baby. Ho there- 
fore let the baby go, in the hope that 
iihe would be picked up by some one 
else, and went to the assistance of his 
wife, whom he managed to save. 


A number of buildings oa South 


street were scorched, and several were 
emptied of their tenants, who fearer! 
that the buildings would bo burned. 
The origin of the fire is unknown.

Situation Worse. 


London, May 7. — The colonial office 


lias I'cceivcci the following dispatch 
from Sir Frederick Mitchell Hodgson, 
governor and commander in chief of 
the Gold Coast colony, dat&d Kumassi, 
April 27: "The situation, I regret to 
inform you, has changed for the worse. 
On. April 23 a force -was sent to clear 
the rebel forces to the eastward: Four 
members of tbe" constabulary were 
killed and a large number o£ the rebels 
were killed or wounded. On April 25 
the Ashantis surrounded the town in 
great force, probably 10,000, and made 
a fleterralne'cl attack. The engagement 
lasted four hours. Twenty of our na- 
tive allies and two Kansas were killed. 
The present occupants of the fort num- 
ber 358, inclusive of 18 Europeans, sis 
of whom are missionaries. It is neces- 
sary that further reinforcements bo 
sent to the Gold Coast"

In the Boer axmy It is custom- 
ary to grant a burgher a fortnight's 
leave of absence after he has been in 
laager two or three months. A low es- 
timate places the number of men "off 
commando." as it is called, at about 
4,000 at one time. 


Then there are tlie "Bible reading 


Boers," those who remain behind in 
camp and will not go into a fight unless 
they feel in the mood for doing so. Be- 
fore the reverses at Kirnberley, Lady- 
smith and Paartieberg it was usual to 
find at least one-third of the men be- 
longing to this class, but since then the 
percentage has been less, and it is like- 
ly that in tlie battles to coine only one- 
tenth of the burghers In laager will re- 
fuse to go to the firing line. 


Placing the "Bible reading Beers" at 


3,000, which is far below the mark, 
there are 7,000 men who c&a be count- 
ed upon to be absent •wben their serv- 
ices are most needed. 
' Subtracting these 7,000 men from the 
36,000 stiH))oserl to be In the field, there 
remain only 29.000 fighters to oppose 
the vast hosts of British soldiers. 


These figures appenr ridiculously low 


when It Is considered that after.almost 
Fix months' fiffhting the Bri.tisli.nnuy 
of ten times that size has been able to. 
overrun only a small part of the repub« 
Hcs' territory.
